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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance becauseThe Applicant's arguments regarding claims 27 
and 29 are not persuasive, because, for example, the middle rib of Godefroy is optional (col. 2, lines 58-61). However, the arguments 
directed towards claim 28 are persuasive, Thomas fails to disclose a cutting tool wherein each surface has two cutting edegs. Therefore 
the rejection of claims 27 and 29 stand. Claim 28 is now objected to as being dependent on a rejected claim. 
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
